Tommy Mundon 


Mundon in message to fans over disease 


Black Country comedian 
Tommy Mundon, who recently 
revealed that he is battling 
against Parkinson’s Disease, 
has a message for his fans - “1 
ay jed yet!” 

Tommy, aged 77, has a 
packed series of bookings for 
the autumn and says he is 
coping well with performing, 
despite his progressive neuro¬ 


logical illness. It was revealed 
in March that Tommy, who 
lives with his wife, Val, in 
Alexandra Road, Halesowen, is 
in the early stages of Parkin¬ 
son’s. 

He is being treated with 
patches that slowly release 
medication to control the pain 
and physiotherapy at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Corbett Hospital. 


“I thank everybody for all 
their good wishes and I will be 
back on the road again soon,” 
said Tommy. 

“I want all my fans to know I 
ay jed yet and I’m willing and 
able to perform!” He is booked 
to appear with the Black 
Country Night Out team, 
including Aynuk and Worn- 
bourne folk group Giggety, for a 


series of shows. These days, 
because of his illness, he writes 
down the words for his 20- 
minute set in full, rather than 
just a rough draft. 

He said of his illness: “I have 
some bad days and some good 
days — but I’m as keen as ever 
to be on the road performing.” 

He and the rest of the Black 
Country Night Out show will 


be performing at Solihull on 
October 4, the Garrick Theatre, 
Tamworth, on October 14, the 
Prince of Wales Theatre, 
Cannock on October 20 and 
Huntingdon Hall, Worcester, 
on October 21. On November 
12 they will be at the Barn 
Theatre, Witton, Birmingham 
and on November 18 at Dudley 
Concert Hall. 


Dazzling 
of pilot 
ends in 
£75 fine 

A man who repeatedly 
shone a laser pen at a 
police helicopter - daz¬ 
zling the pilot — has been 
fined £75. 

Hasib Khan, aged 20, 
used the £6 device in the 
early hours while with a 
group of friends at the Clent 
Hills near Halesowen. 

The light was shone in the 
pilot’s eyes and he was 
forced to turn up the lights 
on his dials as his vision was 
blurred, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court heard. 

The car in which Khan 
was a passenger was then 
chased by the helicopter and 
police officers through Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Khan, of Southlands 
Road, Moseley, Birming¬ 
ham, admitted a charge of 
shining a light at an aircraft 
in flight so as to dazzle or 
distract the pilot. 

Turned 

Pilot Trevor Tiller had 
been flying the West Mid¬ 
lands Police helicopter 
towards West Bromwich at 
about 12.40am last Monday 
for a separate incident when 
he saw the red laser beam 
enter the cockpit. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “Captain Tiller 
turned his head away from 
the beam and had to 
increase the illumination on 
his dials so he could see 
them.” 

Khan was not repre¬ 
sented by a solicitor in 
court. 

He said he did not know 
that the aircraft he was tar¬ 
geting was a police helicop¬ 
ter. 

Khan said he bought the 
pen for £6. 

Khan was fined £75 by 
the court, and ordered to 
pay £85 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. 


HEAT OF ANGER 
OVER FIRE PLAN 


Residents are protesting against plans to close a Black 
Country fire station amid fears it will put lives at risk and 
leave the area poorly protected in an emergency 
Householders in Hagley Road, Huntingtree Road and Cherry Tree 
Lane, Halesowen, have launched campaigns demanding the town’s fire 
station be kept open. 

West Midlands Fire Service plans to merge the station with its counterpart 
in Cradley Heath which is expected to see the closure of both existing stations. 

A replacement would be created on the border of both towns - but the service has con¬ 
firmed that it will be served by only a single engine. Residents in the town have launched 

and signed petitions against the 
scheme and signs have now been 
put up at homes and businesses in 
the area. Placards will be put up 
outside some properties to raise 
awareness of the campaign. 

Worker Pam Quartey said: “We 
have had a lot of people come in a fill 
out a card. Residents are very con¬ 
cerned about this plan.” 

Cherry Tree Lane resident Tony 
Barnsley, 43, said: “I have been 
involved in a number of campaigns 
through the years but I have never 
known people to be so unanimous in 
their opposition before. 

Opposition 

“We want the fire authority to 
review this decision. The fire servi¬ 
ce needs to feel the heat of the anger. 
Otherwise they will continue to 
close the station.” Mr Barnsley said 
the petitions would be handed to 
the Fire Brigade Union, which is 
protesting against the plan, to be 
sent on to fire officials. 

All Occasions Florists, on Hagley 
Road, also has small cards on which 
people can write their objections. 

The fire service has already 
launched a consultation asking res¬ 
idents for their views on the plan. 
The service has said no plans are 
yet set in stone and they will listen 
to the views of residents before 
Pam Quartey whose shop is helping to lead making a final decision, 
the protest over the fire station closures Union - Page 14

Drink driver 
avoids an 
immediate 
prison term 

A drunk driver caught by police who 
was nearly five times over the legal 
limit after travelling to a chip shop has 
been issued with a jail threat. 

Justin Eberle was given an 18-week sus¬ 
pended sentence for drink driving 500 
yards from the chip shop on Valley Road in 
Cradley Heath to his home on Haden Park 
Road on July 7. 

A member of the public reported the 46- 
year-old’s registration details to police and 
described him as “totally drunk”, strug¬ 
gling to get out of his car before entering the 
chip shop and being unsteady on his feet, 
Sandwell Magistrates Court heard last 
week. 

Officers traced Eberle back to his home, 
where he told police he had drunk only two- 
and-a-half pints. 

But when he was breathalysed the officer 
described the reading as “the highest he 
had ever seen” at a level of 167 micro¬ 
grammes in 100 millilitres of breath. The 
legal limit is set at 35mg. 

Registration 

Mrs Rachael Smith, prosecuting, said: 
“There was a report from the member of the 
public from the Valley Road chip shop 
saying the defendant was totally drunk. 

“Officers traced the registration details 
and went to his home. 

“When they interviewed him he said he 
went to fetch chips for his children and had 
only drunk two-and-a-half pints.” 

Mr Charles Mcnamara, defending, said: 
“He had an alcohol-related problem and 
there was no immediate danger to anyone 
else.” 

Magistrates added a 120-month supervi¬ 
sion order and ordered Eberle to complete a 
drink drivers’ programme. He was banned 
from driving for four years and told to pay 
£85 court costs. He pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing. 

Man bailed after 
church stabbing 

A 51-year-old man who was arrested 
after a man was stabbed several times in a 
Halesowen graveyard has been bailed. 

Police found the 29-year-old victim bleed¬ 
ing in the churchyard of St John the Baptist 
Church, off The Queensway, Halesowen, 
earlier this month. 

His injuries were not thought to be life 
threatening. 

Police said the 51-year-old had been 
bailed until late September while further 
inquiries were made. 

A 54-year-old man also arrested in con¬ 
nection with the incident has been bailed 
until the same time. 

No-one has been charged. Police said 
investigations into the stabbing were 
ongoing.

1,000 bags of plastic bottles and 30 
bins of waste paper which are col¬ 
lected by Sita UK and recycled into 
products including corrugated card¬ 
board and tissue paper. The centre 
has also saved more than £1,500 
through the reduction of waste. 



Student delight 
over A success 


Thousands of students across Dudley 
have been celebrating another year of 
top A-level results. 

There were plenty of smiles as pupils 
throughout the borough flocked to their 
schools and colleges to find out their grades. 

Among them were happy students at Dudley 
College which reported a 100 per cent pass rate in 
26 subjects. 

Sellani McKenzie, aged 18, of Clement Place, 
Bilston, achieved two As, a B and a D in law, 
maths, sociology and psychology. “I’m so pleased- 
I was sure I would fail one but I haven’t,” she said. 

“I’m really looking forward to going off to uni 
now I don’t have to worry any more - I’m going to 
the University of Kent to do law which will be 
great. I’m definitely off out to celebrate.” 

Another happy student was Jack Weston, 18, of 
Prince Street, Cradley Heath, who achieved two 
As and a C in maths, accountancy and chemistry. 
“I am over the moon with it,” he said. 

Confirmed 

He said he is now heading to Aberystwyth Uni¬ 
versity in September to study maths. Principal 
Lowell Williams said the overall pass rate was 97 
per cent. “This is an extremely pleasing set of 
results from the students studying in our A level 
Academy.” 

Meanwhile 27 students at Old Swinford Hospi¬ 
tal School in Stourbridge had extra reason to cel¬ 
ebrate after achieving three or more A* or A 
grades. 

The overall pass rate at the school was 99 per 
cent. Four students had their places confirmed at 
Oxbridge on the strength of their results, includ¬ 
ing Ross Williamson from Hagley, who will study 
human sciences at Oxford University. 

Students and staff at Edgecliff High School in 
Kinver were also marking record results. 

Cheers, tears and celebrations echoed through 
King Edward VI College, Stourbridge, as stu¬ 
dents collected one of the most successful sets of 
results the school has ever seen. 

Pupils shared hugs and frantically phoned 
their parents to let them know whether or not 
they had made the grade and would be off to uni¬ 
versity in the autumn. 

Among the crowd was Sian Horseman, 19, who

worked hard to get three A*s and two As after 
having to take a year out last year due to illness. 
“I’m very very pleased, especially after every¬ 
thing last year,” she said. 

Her subjects included law, business studies 
and geography, and her top marks now mean she 
can go on to study geography at the University of 
Birmingham and hopes eventually to become a 
geography teacher or a planner. 

Meanwhile, new Oxbridge student Sam 
Fowkes, 18, of Highfield Crescent, Halesowen, 
learned he would be heading off to the University 
of Oxford to study philosophy, politics and eco¬ 
nomics after achieving one A* and two As. “It’s 
just unbelievable - I’m absolutely thrilled,” he 
said. “I called my mum and she started crying 
down the phone, she was so happy.” 

India Raybould, aged 20, of Long Close, Hagley, 
achieved one of the highest set of results at the 
college, getting four A*s and three As in subjects 
including history, sociology, psychology and 
general studies. 

“I’m so surprised - I worked really hard but 


never imagined I would get results like this,” she 
said. She said thanks to her high grades, she has 
been accepted for a place at the University of 
Manchester to study psychology. 

And Jonathan Hunt, 18, of Handley Close, 
Halesowen, achieved two A*s and three As in 
dance, English, psychology and biology. “I’m 
really pleased - English especially is a total sur¬ 
prise,” he said. “I can go and study physiotherapy 
at Cardiff in September now.” 

Record 

Overall, the college achieved a pass rate of 96.1 
per cent and Halesowen announced record results 
with 98.6 per cent of students achieving a pass. 

Katie Barwell, from Sedgley, was celebrating 
with her mother Jane as she achieved A grades in 
law, history and English literature and an A 
grade in AS communications. 

The former pupil of Dormston School, aged 18, 
will now be studying English literature at Birm¬ 
ingham University. 

Katie said: “I am delighted with my results, it 


has been nerve wracking but I will definitely be 
celebrating later with my friends and family.” 
Her mother added: “I am so pleased for Katie, she 
has worked extremely hard and really deserves 
this success.” 

Another student celebrating was Abhimanyu 
Jaiswal who is going on to study pharmacy at 
Aston University. The 18-year-old from Bear¬ 
wood picked up his results today and achieved an 
A in maths, A in psychology, B in chemistry and 
an Ain AS biology. He said: “I am looking forward 
to studying at Aston University and I am so 
pleased with my results.” 

Eighteen-year-old Danielle Newman achieved 
A grades in maths, psychology and law and a B in 
further maths. She will be studying psychology at 
Birmingham University. 

Danielle, from Smethwick and a former pupil of 
Bristnall High School, said: “I am so pleased with 
my results, we are all really on a high.”

Council in offer to 
sell extra green bins 


Extra green bins and bags for 
people in Dudley who need to get 
rid of more garden rubbish will be 
going on sale in time for new col¬ 
lections beginning in September. 

For £25, residents will be able to buy 
either a second green bin or two 
heavy-duty reusable bags, depending 
on collections in that area - although 
each house will be limited to just one 
order. 

They will then have to pay an 
annual fee of £60 for the extra rubbish 
to be picked up. 

Environmental services boss Coun¬ 
cillor David Stanley said money gener¬ 
ated by the optional new service would 
be ploughed back into paying for 
vehicle maintenance and wages. 


“This is an extremely cost-effective 
and effortless way in which to dispose 
of additional green waste and I hope 
many people utilise this service,” he 
said. 

“Our green waste service is very 
popular and we know that some 
households will definitely benefit from 
being able to purchase an additional 
green bin or bag to assist them with 
disposing of their green waste.” 

Complaints 

He said if people move home, they 
will also be able to take the bins or 
bags and transfer the extra collections 
to their new home. 

The scheme will begin on Septem¬ 
ber 1, although anyone interested will 
be able to buy the new bin in advance 


as delivery will take up to two weeks. 

Last year, Dudley Council intro¬ 
duced a controversial new system for 
bin collections in a drive to save 
£250,000. 

The move limited the number of 
bags binmen were allowed to collect to 
just three, sparking more than 1,000 
complaints from residents within the 
first week. 

The money was clawed back by 
cutting the number of binmen per 
truck from four to three, ending the 
use of agency staff to cover shortages, 
and cutting down on the amount of 
rubbish being collected by encourag¬ 
ing recycling.

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£10,000 blueprint 
for church revamp 


A detailed blueprint costing up to 
£100,000 has been drawn up by parish¬ 
ioners desperate to renovate a Quarry 
Bank church. 

New electronic bells with speakers 
installed in the bell tower could ring out as 
part of the transformation. 

The restoration for Christ Church could be 
the catalyst to regenerate an ailing high 
street, say campaigners. The bell sounds 
would play out to create a more traditional 
ring on special occasions such as weddings 
and christenings. 

Christ Church, off High Street, only has a 
single bell at the moment and church 
members feel the improved sound could boost 
numbers. 

Various plans including both internal and 
external renovations have been identified by 
parishioners and members of the town’s own 
friends group. 

Chairman of the Friends of Quarry Bank, 
Brian Genner, said the plans were exciting 
with everyone involved at the church. 

Priority 

“We have considered improving the peal or 
ring of the bells to make it more traditional 
sounding,” he said. “We are actively looking 
at ways to improve both the visual and 
audible appearance of the church.” 

The church’s organ is also in desperate 
need of work costing up to £50,000. 

But Mr Genner said there are fears it could 
have to be replaced altogether if works prove 
too costly. 

Plaster works and general decorating have 
also been earmarked as a priority. 

Church members are also keen to make 
more of the main body of the building for com¬ 
munity use when services are not being held. 

This will include installing removable 
pews and stage so the main hall becomes 
more multi-use. 

“We want to be able to make more use of the 
church itself and these are just some of the 
ideas that we have come up with to do this,” 
Mr Genner said. 

“I must reiterate that these are all simply 
ideas which we have drawn up at this stage.” 

Mr Genner says full plans will be submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council’s planning document 
and the Diocese of Worcester in the coming 
months.

Cancer fight leads 
to mountain climb 


Just six months ago, sporty university 
researcher Wendy Nicholls sat reeling in 
a doctor’s chair as they broke the news — 
she was suffering with skin cancer. 

A whirlwind few weeks followed as 
she underwent an operation to remove 
the mole and any tissue which may have 
been affected, and biopsies were taken 
to test whether the disease had spread. 

But the 31-year-old, who is a member of 
the Dudley-Kingswinford Running Club, 
has now fought her way back to fitness — 
and earlier this month conquered the 
15,774ft-high Mont Blanc for charity. 

“One day I just noticed that a mole on 
my arm was bleeding. I didn’t think much 
of it but when it happened again a couple 
of weeks later, I thought I should get it 


checked,” said Miss Nicholls, of Penn, 
Wolverhampton. 

“The doctor told me it was probably 
nothing to worry about so when they 
called me in to Russells Hall Hospital I 
just went on my own. I was stunned.” 

She was immediately whisked off to 
be screened for MRSA, and went under 
the knife a week later, on February 23. 

“They took so much off, it just felt like 
one of those tight blood pressure moni¬ 
tors strapped around my arm all the 
time.” She then had to undergo an oper¬ 
ation to test her lymph nodes to see 
whether the cancer had spread - and 
luckily, it hadn’t. 

“That’s when I decided to do some¬ 
thing big to raise money - and Mont 


Blanc just seemed like the best choice,” 
she said. “After several weeks of not 
being able to do anything, my fitness 
levels had dropped so I started doing 
short runs with the Dudley-Kingswin- 
ford Running Club again, and joined the 
West Bromwich Mountaineering Club 
where they really helped prepare me for 
the climb. It was the scariest thing I 
have ever had to do in my life but I’m so 
proud of myself for getting out there and 
not letting this beat me.” 

The three-day climb has raised 
£831.38 and she is aiming for £1,000 to 
donate to cancer charity Macmillans.

RE-OPENING of a landmark 
Black Country pub has been 
delayed after bosses went back 
to the drawing boards on plans 
to refurbish the empty site. 

The Thorns Pub in Quarry Bank 
was expected to open its doors late 
last month as Marston’s Brewery 
was eager to have the building up 
and running again. 

But the brewery said the refurbish¬ 
ment scheme had taken slightly longer 
than planned to finalise and work was 
now not expected to begin until next 
month. 

The revamp for the pub in Thorns 
Road will include an al fresco dining 
area. 

An opening date has not yet been 
confirmed by the brewery but a sched¬ 
ule is expected to be released shortly 
after the work is completed later on in 
the year. 

The pub’s carvery, which was well- 
known across the Black Country, will 
also return once the pub re-opens after 
its interior refurbishment is com¬ 
pleted. 

Empty 

A new licensee to take over the day- 
to-day running of the pub has not been 
officially confirmed. 

A spokesman for Marston’s said: 
“We are currently in the process of 
tweaking the plans for the refurbish¬ 
ment of the Thorns pub. 

“However this process has taken 
slightly longer than we initially 
planned. 

“We are now hoping to be on site in 
September to commence the planned 
works.” 

The pub has stood empty since 
January after the brewery reclaimed it 
from previous licensee Paul Skitt, who 
had run the site since 2002. 

It shut its doors due to declining 
trade and spiralling costs which Mr 
Skitt said had made it impossible to 
continue. 

Before its closure, The Thorns was 
one of the area’s best-known pubs 
notable for an eye-catching mural of 
rock stars painted on an outside wall. 

The brewery previously said inter¬ 
est in taking over the pub had been 
high and a recruitment process was 
ongoing to find a suitable tenant for 
the pub. 

At its height, the pub was also well- 
known for its music nights and won a 
series of awards.

Teach pupils how to 
save lives say family 


Care getting a 
£10m increase 

HOSPITAL bosses in Dudley will 
spend more than £10.5million on 
new equipment to help improve 
care over the next three years. 

The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs Russells Hall 
and the Guest hospitals in Dudley 
and Corbett in Stourbridge, will 
invest £2.5m in 2011/12 and the 
same amount in 2012/13 and 2013/ 
14. Staff are being asked for their 
views on what equipment is needed. 

A further £2.2m will be spent on 
new imaging equipment used to 
carry out body scans. A further 
£502,000 will be paid out in 2012/13 
and £365,000 in 2013/14. 

The proposals are outlined in the 
trust’s forward plan, which it has 
submitted to independent regulator 
Monitor. The report says: “The trust 
needs to ensure that it has imaging 
equipment that incorporates the 
latest technology. Over the next 
three years, 10 pieces of imaging 
equipment will be replaced.” 


The parents of Halesowen 
heart transplant girl 
Jasmine Page whose life 
was saved by first-aiders at 
her school are backing a 
campaign to ensure all 
pupils are taught life-saving 
skills. 

Andy and Saundra Page, of 
Hunnington Drive, say the 
subject should be as important 
as teaching children their 
times tables. Jasmine, now 
aged 13, was saved by staff who 
gave her cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR). 

She had suffered a heart attack 
in the corridor at Halesowen’s 
Windsor High School in January. 

She then became the first person 
to undergo a heart transplant at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital, 
which was carried out there by sur¬ 
geons who travelled from London’s 
Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

Mr and Mrs Page are now sup¬ 
porting a campaign by the British 
Heart Foundation and Resuscita¬ 
tion Council UK to make CPR

lessons compulsory in schools. 
“Knowing how to stop bleeding or 
perform CPR should be as impor¬ 
tant as learning times tables,” said 
Mr Page, aged 47. 

“Windsor High School already 
does this and I know Jasmine 
learned it in Year 7. 

“But currently not all children 
leave school having learned the 
basic skills that could save a life in 
an emergency. 


“Immediate CPR, delivered at 
the scene, can double or even triple 
the chances of survival after a 
cardiac arrest.” 

He and Mrs Page, 44, are urging 
people to add their names to a peti¬ 
tion calling for the compulsory 
teaching of CPR, which can be 
found on the British Heart Founda¬ 
tion’s website at bhf.org.uk 

The procedure, which involves 
chest compressions and mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation, kept 
Jasmine’s blood flowing and 
stopped her suffering brain 
damage during the crucial minutes 
before paramedics arrived. 

Guidance 

Among others supporting the 
British Heart Foundation cam¬ 
paign is pop legend Shakin’ 
Stevens, best known for 1980s hits 
This Ole House and Green Door. 

He suffered a cardiac arrest last 
year and was saved by his partner, 
Sue Davies, who carried out CPR 
under guidance from the phone 
operator. “People need to be more 
aware,” he said. 


Stations 
to shut 
despite 
objections 

PLANS to close Hale¬ 
sowen and Cradley 
Heath fire stations will 
go ahead despite a con¬ 
sultation process. 

FBU bosses say West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service has admit¬ 
ted that reversing the 
decision to close the two sta¬ 
tions is not up for discussion 
at public consultation meet¬ 
ings next month. The fire 
service wants to merge the 
stations. The move would 
mean the loss of one of the 24- 
hour fire crews in the area. 

The union says that at 
least 28 frontline firefighter 
posts could be affected. 

FBU West Midlands 
regional secretary Chris 
Downes said: “Lives will be 
put at risk because how can 
you deal with one incident 
in Halesowen and another 
in Cradley Heath?” 

Fire Service spokeswoman 
Lindsey Preece said: “The 
decision to merge the sta¬ 
tions was taken by the fire 
authority back in 2009.” 

A public meeting will take 
place on September 1 at 
Lutley Community Centre, 
Brookwillow Road, Hale¬ 
sowen.

Demolition underway 
at 76-year-old school 


Demolition work has begun at a 
former Quarry Bank Primary 
School as part of a £7.6 million 
revamp of the site. 

The old building is making way for a 
new sports pitch, garden and car park. 

A new school has already been built 
next to the old site and is ready for 
children to start in September. 

The old school in the High Street, 
which dates back to 1935, was no 
longer fit for purpose after the walls 
began crumbling. 

Workers have been taking down 
brickwork in stages. 

The gradual demolition is under 
way to reduce the risk of damaging the 
nearby school buildings. 


Timber and tiles were first stripped 
from the roof and recycled. 

Contractors Bowmer and Kirkland 
plan to have all the work done by the 
start of the new term on September 5. 

Site manager Brian Appleby said: 
“Work is progressing well and we are 
on target to finish on time. 

Remove 

“As everything went to plan so far 
we had time to remove some of the 
materials gradually and recycle 
them.” 

Most classrooms at the new school 
will have external teaching areas and 
the school will be energy efficient 
through the use of solar panels and 
triple-glazed windows. 


The school s recently-built chil¬ 
dren’s centre will remain on the site as 
will the listed Victorian caretaker’s 
house. 

Dudley Council said the present 
school building was no longer fit for 
purpose and needed a revamp. 

The school will be equipped with 
state-of-the-art technology and IT 
systems. Architectural designs have 
been drawn up to allow as much 
natural light in to the new building as 
possible. The new premises will 
contain a nursery for 45 children and 
two classrooms for children with lan¬ 
guage learning difficulties, which will 
each hold 12 students. A 49-space car 
park will be created alongside a sports 
field, playgrounds and school garden.
